Alctter from Me And- 
row, dated 11th March, 1896, stated that he 
bad received a letter dated Canton, 4th inst., 
in which ho said :-—‘ To my remonstrance 
againet the wording of the Prefeot’s procla- 
mation the Viceroy replied yesterday de- 
fending the proclamation as in accordance 
with the instructions of the Tauog-li Yamén 
and asserting that onco transit paes goode 
have reached ths destiaation mentioned in 
the pass and been avld to Chinese, foreign 
merchant cannot interfore no matter what 
dacs are levied on on them,” 

*I telegraphed His Excellenoy’s state- 
ment, to Peking lust night and hope that the 
Vieoroy, to whom I am pointing out the 
illegality of any differential levy on transit 
pass goods, will be instrocted to havo a 
aatiefactory proclamation issued without 
further delay.” *e 

TELEGRAPH RATES TO THR EAST. 

A letter dated. 6th Maroh from tho Cham- 
ber states that the rates charged for tele. 
graphing between Hoagkoug aud Japan, 
the Straits Settlements and India sacemed 
excessive and constituted 2 serious burden 
on trade tending to regtrict ita natnral. ex- 
paddion in somo direotions, The rate to Na- 
gasald is $1.26 to other ports of Japan §1.40, 
and to Penong $1.80 pér word us compared 
with To European Countries, The chamber 
argues :—‘ When it is considered thet the 
meseages-to tho first named places pass only 
over the Companies’ cables (with the excep- 
tion of some amall payment to Japanese land 
lines in the case of that country), while 
those to Europe bave to pass over “other 
ables. to which out-payments to other ad~ 
minietrations have to he psid, the difference 
hetween the ratea becomes strikingly ap- 
parent. A furthor comparison may be noted 
inthe case of Shanghai, the rate to which 
port isouly 20 cente per word, This tariff 
is the resuit of the competition between the 
Companies’ cablea and Chinese land lio 
Yet the distance to Nagasaki, te which $1. 
per word is charged, is not more than 300 
miles greater than that to Shanghai.’

SIGHT IN SPIDERS. 


Professor and Mra Peokham, of. Wisconsin, 
who have for some time been engaged in an 
interesting study of spiders, have proved by 
their pxperiments that these oreaturea ‘eee 
their prey (which consists of amall insects) 
when tt is motionless up to adistance of five 
inches; that they see inseots in motion et 
muoh greater distances; and that they seo 
each othot diatiantiy up to at lenat twelve

SALINESS OF SEA AIR, 


_M. EL Chaix, of tho Gonova Sooiety of 
Physice and Naturat History, says the Revue 
Scientifique, January 11, wishing to find out 
whether in calm whether tho air of the sea- 
shore contains an appreciable quantity of saa 
solt, made séveral experj ments in Jersoy last 
Augnet, In each experiment he caused hy 
means of an aspirator, a thousitid Hters [30 
“oubie feet] of air to pass through a solution 
of nitrate of silver. In every case thero was 
not the least cloudiness of the solution, prov- 
ing that the air containad no salt. This is 
‘pot at all surprising. It is well known that 
‘the air: coutatns salt Only when the wind 
carries off mechanically salt spray from the 
waye-oreals$ the salt of aca-water candot 
evaporate inte the atmosphere. Tho evident 
conclusion is that, to obtain the beneficial 
action of sea-nir, we must go where the air 
is sufficiently agitated by tho wind to con- 
tinually hold sex-water In suspension. It is 
not enough, then, for the invalid to go to 
Brittany or somo auoh calm shore, we should 
prefor rather somewhat more windy coasts, 
as those of Picardy ond Normandy, whero 
the air is elmoat always charged with saline 
particles raised from the sea by the wind,
